Bad Assessing Means 
Higher Millage Rate 


You can't have government without taxation, 


and the main support of local government all over 
America is the property tax. 
There are just two 


factors that control the dollar tax against your 
property: The assessed valuation, fixed by the Tax 
Assessor's office; and the millage rate, which you 
vote on in an election. 


If the Tax Assessor, either for political reasons or 


by sheer neglect, lets the assessing base go down, 
then, year after year, you will be called upon to pay 
higher millage rates. 


The evidence of this truth is everywhere, locally 


and throughout Arkansas. When your editor came 
to Hope 33 years ago the local school millage was 
18, the maximum then fixed by the state constitu- 
tion. But later on we did two things: (I) Abolished 
the 18-mill ceiling; and (2) enacted a state sales tax 
to give state-aid to the schools. The net effect was 
to relieve the pressure to maintain an adequate 
assessing base — and as local tax revenue slipped 
the millage rate went up. 


From 18 mills the Hope School District has gone 


to 35, and there are districts in Arkansas which~levy 
nearly 60 mills. 


Twice this newspaper and the district voters have 


turned down a request for an increase to 40 mills. 
In 1958 the organization of real estate firms here 
suggested, and this newspaper endorsed, a plan to 
reassess property — and this plan was accepted by

This cancer in Africa occurs; al 


most exclusively in a broad bell 
cutting across the tropics from 
the east to the west coast of the 
continent— the very belt that is 
the haunt of certain mosquitoes 
and of other insects called "la- 
bonids," a Uganda doctor report- 
ed to the Eighth International 
Cancer Congress now in session 
here. 


Dr. D. H. Wright of Kampala 


said he believes the disease is 
caused by some still unidentified 
virtis which mayei be carried by, 
insects in the area. 


He described the tumor as a 


lymphoma, a cancerous process) 
involving the lymph system. 


It's a disease found most often 


in children 3 to 6 year old. 


In most victims, the cancer pri< 


madly affects the jaw, but also 
may affect the kidneys, adrenal 
glands, liver, 
ovaries*, testicles, 


thyroid a/id part of the abdomen. 


"The tumor is not confined to 


African children," the doctor said, 
explaining that Asians and Euro- 


peans are affected.
